On 10-22-89, JACOB WETTERLING, age 11, was abducted by an unknown 
assailant in Sterns County (St. Joseph, MN). On 11-03-89 this 
agent was requested to assist S/A HENKE in locating and interviewing 
a witness who observed a van in the city of Cando that may have 
similarities to one that is wanted by Sterns County authorities. 

The witness, IflRRY H ARLAND o f Cando was subsequently interviewed 
and placed under hypnosis in the city of Fargo regarding the 
description of the van that he saw in Cando on 11-02-89. 

Investigation results would tend to exclude the van sited by HARLAND, 
however many similar characteristics exist. 

There are no arrests at this time. 

DETAILS: 

T) On 11-03-89 S/A HENKE contacted this agent and requested 

assistance in the continuing investigation of the kidnapping 
of JACOB WETTERLING. HENKE related that a witness, TERRY 
HARLAND of Cando had sited a van in his trailer park at 
approximately 1545 hours on 11-02-89 conducting itself in 
a strange manner near his residence in the trailer park, 

HENKE related that the van somewhat resembled the description 
of one given by Sterns County relating to the abduction of 
WETTERLING. HENKE further related that he was unable to con¬ 
tact HARLAND as it was believed he was traveling to the city 
of Fargo to visit his mother who was seriously ill at St. 

Luke f s Hospital. 

2) At approximately 1530 hours, 11-03-89 this agent contacted 
St. Luke's Hospital and there located OWEN HARLAND. father 
of TERRY and learned that TERRY had not yet arrived at St. 

Luke’s and was not sure if he would arrive as he had not 
heard from him.^ OWEN HARLAND related that his wife, SYLVIA, 
was in the hospital with an acute heart condition and in 
very serious condition. This agent requested him to have 
TERRY contact me at my home in the event he did arrive.

PAT?f?Mn OXi j ately 1630 hours this agent did receive a call from TERRY 
nfm uadt 1700 hours, this agent interviewed 

T ERRY .. OWEN HARLAND, DOB/06-18-50 , Box 31, Cando , ND, phone/968-3030 . 
In conversation HARLAND related that on 11-02-89 at approximately 
1545 hours, he left hrs work place (the City Shop in Cando) and 
went home to get ready for a doctor's appointment. He related 
that he pulled^into his residence where his son JASON was playing 
near their trailer and, at this time, he saw a van, described 
as light brown over cream in color, enter the street on which 
his trailer is located. He related the van went to the end of 
the court, turned around and approximately (40) yards to the 
trailer there were two young boys, approximately 
(b) and (7) years of age on bicycles where the van almost came 
to a stop with the large sliding door open on the side and 
traveled very, very slowly passed the two boys. He related the 
van continued on towards his residence where at this time his 
son JASON, who was standing near his father's city owned pick-up 
stated that the van was now approaching their trailer. HARLAND 
related that he then stepped out near the street from his own 
personal pick-up being parked next to his trailer and at this 
time, observed a subject sitting in back of the van with the 
oor open, however as HARLAND approached the area of the vehicle, 
the subject in the rear then closed the door. JASON, however 
,. observe the subject in the rear of the van, according to 
his father, stating that the subject had dark hair and wore a 
black shirt with skull and cross-bones in white on the chest. 

The van proceeded past TERRY HARLAND at which time he observed 
the subject in the passenger side of the van, describing that 
person as one with sandy, full bodied medium length hair, wearing 
glasses, however could not remember the exact color of shirt 
or jacket the subject wore. HARLAND was unable to identify the 
drive of the vehicle as his vision was obscured. 


In further conversation, HARLAND related that the van proceeded 
on down the street in a northerly direction at which time he 
was able to observe the rear of the van stating that he believed 
it had two windows in the rear doors, however does not believe 
there were any windows on the side of the vehicle. He was un¬ 
able to describe any characteristics of the rear of the van 
other than the fact that it had two windows in the rear doors. 

This agent questioned him as to the type of tail-lights, type 
of bumper, hitch, ladder, spare tire, luggage rack and other 
accessories sometimes found on vans. HARLAND related the van 
exited the trailer park street onto a main city street and left 
town. He then related that he got into his pick-up and a few 
minutes later found a city patrolman and explained the circumstances 
to him believing that the occupants of the van may have conducted 
themselves in an obscene manner to youngsters along the street 
and trailer park. 
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5) At this time, the police officer, along with HARLAND, conducted a 
surveillance of the city of Cando, however were unable to find 
the van thereafter. 

6) This agent conversed with HARLAND at great length concerning 
descriptions of the subjects, along with other details of the 
van and it was this agent's opinion at this time that it would 
be advisable to use hypnosis as suggested by S/A HENKE and 
C/A HILDE concerning this particular siting. 

7) At approximately 2030 hours, this agent contacted S/A HENKE who 
related that a name given him by C/A HILDE was that of Dr, RICHARD 
HARPER a clinical psychologist in the city of Fargo who would 
likely perform hypnosis on the witness. 

8) At approximately 2200 hours, 11-03-89, this agent spoke with Dr. 
RICHARD HARPER at his residence, 235-6346, and explained the 
circumstances of the investigation to him. Dr. HARPER agreed 
that we would meet at approximately 1200 hours on 11-04-89 and 
perform hypnosis on HARLAND. 

9) At approximately 1130 hours, 11-04-89, this agent traveled to 
St. Luke's Hospital and there met TERRY HARLAND wherein we 
then traveled to 2108 South University Drive in Fargo, the 
office of Dr. RICHARD HARPER, 293-5809. 

10) This agent then apprised Dr. HARPER of the investigative findings 
to this point and after a lengthy discussion concerning the 
foregoing interview by this agent with HARLAND, HARPER placed 
HARLAND under hypnosis and conducted an interview consistent 

with the information given to him by this agent. At the completion 
of Dr. HARPER's interview, HARPER allowed this agent to ask 
additional questions of HARLAND wherein certain additional in¬ 
formation was gleaned. 

11) The following observations were made by HARLAND. 

1) Make - Ford 

2) Model - custom (not conversion) 

3) Year - late seventies 

4) Color - light brown over cream 

5) Mirrors - West Coast/long and narrow 

6) Windows - None on sides, front and rear only 

7) Rust - front quarter panels extending into the doors on 

both sides and on the rear quarter panel, very 
evident 

8) Tires - black 

9) Bumpers - chrome, no bumper guards 

10) Grill Guard - none 

11) License plate - ND Centennial 

12) Luggage Rack - no 

13) Stripes or markings - no 

14) Wheels - full hub caps, black tires 
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Observations continuing.... 

15) Running Boards - No 

16) Antenna - Nothing 

17) Mud Flaps - No 

18) Back of van - solid doors (van may not have had windows 

in rear doors) 

19) Spare Tire - Didn't see one 

20) Ladder - No 

21) Grill - Has piece missing in the center of the grill, 

small chunk gone, no covering on grill, no 
emblem. 

22) Bug deflector - No 

23) Van, rear, solid doors, no windows 

24) Trailer hitch - unknown 

25) Tail Lights - long and narrow 

26) Top vent - don't think so 

27) Customizing - no 

OCCUPANTS - Driver - male Caucasian, possibly dark hair 

Passenger - front, white male, late twenties, 
medium length sandy full bodied hair, glasses, 
medium build 

Rear Passenger - late twenties, messy, dark hair, 
black tee-shirt, skull & cross-bones thereon 

Additional passenger information - front passenger light colored, 
short sleeve shirt, clean shaven. 

12) In summary, the van has been described as a Ford, late seventies 
model, light brown over tan or possibly off-white, also may have 
had white over light brown over white or cream configuration. 

Tires appear to be black with full chrome hub caps. Bumpers appear 
to be chrome with no bumper guards. The grill has been described 
as that of a Ford with a piece missing out of the center. Rust 

is very apparent above and to the rear of both front and rear 
wheels. There does not appear to be any side windows, however 
witness is not 100Z certain. 

13) In further conversation with the witness, he initially described 
the rear of the van as having windows on the doors, however under 
hypnosis, he described the rear of the van as white over brown 
over white with no windows, no spare tire or ladder. He further 
stated under hypnosis that the tail lights were long and narrow. 
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14) He is quite certain that the license plate is that of a ND Centennial 
issue. 


15) Witness is employed by the city of Cando as the maintenance super¬ 
visor and is very familiar with the local vehicles in the city of 
Cando. He relates that he has never before observed this particular 
van and did state that the occupants appeared to be suspicious 

in nature while traveling through the trailer park. 

16) During the initial interview of the witness by this agent, he was 
unable to identify the two young boys who were present on their 
bikes when the van went passed them near the witnesses residence, 
however under hypnosis he related that they belonged to MIKE 
KNQKE, who lives a short distance down the street. This information 
has been relayed to S/A HENKE in Devils Lake who will likely 
follow up and interview the boys. They were described as app¬ 
roximately (6) years old, standing approximately ,(40) yards from 
the witness. 

17) It is unknown at this time if the occupants of the van were ex¬ 
posing themselves, talking to youngsters on the street or had 
talked with any person in the trailer park area. 

18) It is gratifying to this agent to note that certain critical in¬ 
formation that was unavailable during the initial interview was 
easily remembered by the witness under hypnosis. 

19) Dr. RICHARD HARPER. stated that he is contributing his professional 
services to the cause of JACOB WETTERLING and that no fee will be 
charged for his services. (A letter of appreciation by investigative 
agencies involved to Dr. RICHARD HARPER, Clinical Psychologist, 

2108 South University Drive, Fargo, ND 58103 would be greatly 
appreciated). 

20) This concludes the investigation in the Fargo District.

On 11-5-89," at approximately 2213' hours, this 
officer was advised by dispatch that there was a 
subject on the phone requesting to report a suspicious 
incident which occurred in Des Moines on 11-4-89, The 
complainant, who identified himself as Jeremy Alan 
Wyld, with a local address of 702 W. Dubuque St., Iowa 
City, PBX (309) 351-5979, stated he's currently a 
student at the University of Iowa. Mr. Wyld advised 
this officer that on 11-4-89, while driving in Des 
Moines, Iowa, specifically on Ingersol Ave-. , he had’ 
observed a vehicle., which he described .as a silver 
older model Mercedes, pull up along side of him and 
stop at a stop light. Mr. Wyld further.advised that as 
the vehicle reportedly hit a bump while pulling up to 
the stop light, it jarred the trunk portion of the 
vehicle causing the trunk to pop up approximately one 
to two inches. Mr, Wyld advised he observed what he 
described as a juvenile male subject, Caucasian with 
short hair described as a butch or buzz haircut two 
weeks old. He fui'ther indicated the juvenile male 
appeared to be 12 to 14 years old. Mr. Wyld was unable 
to give any further physical or clothing description at 
that time. He further indicated the child was in the 
trunk portion of the vehicle and did look out of the 
cracked portion of the trunk at the time the trunk 
popped open. Mr. Wyld advised a Caucasian male was 
driving the vehicle, and a Caucasian female with long, 
dark hair was a passenger in the vehicle, unable to 
provide any further description on the individuals,

The complainant advised the vehicle appeared 
suspicious enough to him that he wrote down the license 
plate and indicated the vehicle bore Iowa license 
#UFR672. At that time , Mr. Wyld stated the suspect 
vehicle reportedly turned left on 18th or 19th St. in 
West Des Moines and traveled north from that location 
at which time he had no further contact or observation 
of the vehicle. 

Mr. Wyld indicated to this officer that he re¬ 
turned to his residence in Iowa City where he currently 
resides while attending the University of Iowa, and a 
short time prior to calling the Sheriff's Dept, to 
report the incident, observed on the news information 
concerning the disappearance of Jacob Wetterling, age 
11, from St. Joseph, Minnesota, reported by the Steai'ns 
County Sheriff's Dept. Mr. Wyld feared or suspected 
the case may be involved with his information and 
wished to have the information reported or routed to 
the proper authorities. 

While speaking with Mr, Wyld, this officer ob¬ 
tained registration information on the license plate 
:provided by the complainant. The registration indicat¬ 
ed the vehicle was a 1988 silver Subaru four door 
registered to Susan Kay Keenan, 1569 NW 108th St., 
Clive, Iowa 50322. This officer further questioned Mr. 
Wyld concerning the description of the vehicle, and 
after indicating to the complainant that the vehicle 
registered was a Subaru, he indicated it was his belief 
that probably was the vehicle he'd observed. This 
officer indicated to Mr, Wyld that often the Subaru 
type vehicle had a hatchback style rear on the vehicle 
as opposed to a separate individual trunk area and 
attempted to ascertain if this in fact might have been 
a hatchback. The complainant advised he was sure this 
was a separate trunk style vehicle and not a station- 
wagon type vehicle or a hatchback that would allow 
entrance to the rear of the vehicle from the back seat. 

This officer also obtained drivers license infor¬ 
mation on the complainant, Jeremy Alan Wyld, who listed 
a permanent address of 513 Norton Circle, Grimes, Iowa 
50111. When questioned about this address on the 
drivers license, Mr. Wyld advised this was in fact his

permanent address, and the previous address of Dubuque 
St. in Iowa City was his temporary address while he was 
attending the University of Iowa in Iowa City . 

This officer further questioned Mr. Wyld again 
concerning description, vehicle style and direction of 
travel and was unable to obtain any further information 
believed to be helpful in this case. I thanked Mr. 

Wyld for the information and advised we'd contact him 
back if we had further questions and would in fact 
refer this information to the proper authorities. 

At approximately 2245 hours, this officer placed a 
phone call to the Des Moines Police Dept, and requested 
to speak with an investigator concerning the 
information previously described. I later made contact 
with Sgt. Pender, PBX (515) 283-4861. The information 
was given to Sgt. Pender and their department was also 
advised that I had contacted officials in Stearns Coun¬ 
ty , Minnesota concerning the possible connection with 
the Wetterling subject. 

At approximately 2300 hours, this officer made a 
phone call to the Stearns County Sheriff's Dept, in St. 
Cloud at PBX (612) 259-3951. This phone number and 
information was obtained from a statewide teletype 
concerning attempt-to-locate and information reference 
kidnaping of Jacob Wetterling, age 11, from St. Joseph, 
Minnesota on 10-22-89. This officer provided two 
investigators with the previously stated information 
and reports from the complainant, Mr. Wyld. It was 
requested that this officer prepare an incident report 
and combine all the information appropriate to this 
case, and it was requested the information be faxed to 
their department as soon as possible. It was requested 
that any information faxed or sent to the department be 
sent to the attention of Officer Cordie. 

This officer was contacted back by the Des Moines 
Police Dept. who at that time advised thi3 officer they 
obtained a phone number for Susan Keenan, registered 
owner of the vehicle, PBX (515) 278-2323. They 
indicated that they did not intend to further involve 
themselves in the case, that the Clive Police Dept, 
should followup any leads or requests concerning this 
investigation due to the fact the suspect lives in that

The Cass County Sheriff*s Department has been in contact with the Stearns 
County, Minnesota, Sheriff’s Office in reference to the abduction of 
JACOB WETTERLING on 08/22/89. Information obtained by the Cass County 
Sheriff*s Department through the past criminal history records and 
comparison photos led some members of the Cass County Sheriff’s 
Department to believe that MR. DELBERT HOMME may possibly have been 
involved in the abduction of JACOB WETTERLING, Upon contacting the 
Stearns County Sheriff’s Office in Minnesota they requested an interview 
be conducted on MR. HOMME which was done by myself at 8:52 a.m., at the 
Cass County Jail on 11/14/89. MR, HOMME was presently being held at the 
Cass County Jail reference to a warrant on child support* 

The interview of MR. HOMME was conducted in an interview room at the Cass 
County Jail and MR, HOMME was given his rights prior to the interview and 
he agreed to answer questions in reference to the JACOB WETTERLING 
kidnapping. A voluntary, written statement was obtained from MR, HOMME, 
however, no information was obtained from MR. HOMME indicating that he 
had any involvement in the WETTERLING kidnapping* The interview was 
concluded at 8:58 a*m,, 11/14/89, and a copy of the voluntary statement 
given by MR. HOMME will be included with this report. 

11/14/89, 0909 HOURS : 


Another person mentioned as a possible suspect in the JACOB WETTERLING 
case is MR. MICHAEL L. LACHER with the most recent address of 318 
Stockbridge Hall, NDSU, Fargo, North Dakota. Information was received 
from a MR. THOMAS HULM, an NDSU Resident Housing Supervisor, that while 
he was in MR* LACHER’S room watching MR. LACHER’S father, JOHN, remove 
items from the dorm room since his son was in Jail on a parole violation 
MR. HULM noticed a flyer with JACOB WETTERLING’S photo on it. MR. HULM 
felt that MR. LACHER would have had to have this prior to his arrest on 
10/26/89, and upon checking with the Stearns County Sheriff’s Office 
investigators on the task force for the abduction did not feel that 
flyers had reached the Fargo, North Dakota, area at that time and caused 
concern that MR * LACHER would have had to have been in the St. Joseph 
area in order to obtain a flyer this soon. 


An interview was conducted with MR, LACHER at 9:09 a.m., 11/14/89, by 
myself at the Cass County Jail where MR. LACHER was confined on a charge 
not related to the JACOB WETTERLING kidnapping. MR. LACHER was informed 
of his rights by myself and stated that he understood his Miranda Rights 
and was willing to answer any questions. A written statement was obtained 
from MR. LACHER and signed by MR. LACHER at this time indicating that he 
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was not involved with the abduction. MR. LACHER states that he remembers 
10/21/89, and 10/22/89, because he spent those two days with friends in 
the Fargo area drinking and partying quite heavily. MR. LACHER indicates 
that he spent the night at the PARKER and SHEILA NICHOLS residence, 715 
Seventh Avenue North, Apartment #2, Fargo, North Dakota, phone 280-9416, 
and that on Sunday, 10/22/89, they proceeded to friends in Mapleton, 
North Dakota, where they remained until approximately 11:00 p.m., Sunday 
night, 10/22/89. 

Upon obtaining this information I made telephone contact with the NICHOLS 
residence at 715 Seventh Avenue North and spoke with MR. PARKER NICHOLS. 
MR. PARKER NICHOLS stated that MR. LACHER did spend Saturday, 10/21/89, 
and Sunday, 10/22/89, with them and did spend the,night of 10/21/89, at 
their residence and verified also that they did not return from Mapleton, 
North Dakota, until 11:00 p.m., 10/22/89. (This contact by phone was made 
with PARKER NICHOLS prior to any possible contact by phone from MICHAEL 
LACHER as he was incarcerated in the Cass County Jail.) 

Due to the fact that I feel neither MR. LACHER or MR. HOMME are involved- 
In this kidnapping this case will be considered closed and filed as 
information only, a copy sent to the Stearns County Sheriff’s Office at 
their request.

Chief HANSEN had attempted to contact NORMAN HALE on November 17, but there 
was no one at their residence. On November 17, approximately 10:00 a.m. this 
officer and Chief KEN HANSEN went to the HALE residence at 103 D St. in 
Brookwood. We noted that the pickup truck which was theirs, was parked in front of 
it. This is an older red Chevrolet pickup with a topper on it. 

We knocked on the door and were told to come in by MR. HALE. He invited us 
inside the trailer house. It should be noted that there was a long single barreled 
shotgun standing next to the door. 

We told MR. HALE why we were there and began talking to him about his vehicles 
and gathering some other information. He had told us how the van had been traded to 
the trailer house company and that this was done over a month ago. 

HALE told us that he has not driven for over two months and the last time was 
in Valley City. He had suffered a heart attack, drove to the Valley City Police 
Department and was then taken to the hospital. He said he has only driven a short 
distance since that time and he said he just doesn’t feel comfortable driving now so 
his wife drives. 

He said the Lincoln had been repossessed by a finance company in Valley City. 
They now drive a red 1979 Chevrolet which they purchased from Eagle Auto Sales in 
West Fargo one month ago. The other vehicle they have is the Chevrolet pickup. 

He said his wife is disabled and draws Social Security of $400 and some a month. 

I began asking him how long he had lived in town and what the situation was in 
Valley City on his arrest there. At that point he became very angry and asked if he 
was under arrest on anything and why we were asking him all of these questions. We 
calmed him down, told him we were just checking out because of this situation in 
Valley City and also he matches the description of the person in the St. Cloud 
kidnapping. He then, once again, began to answer questions.

He said they moved to West Fargo about 2 1/2 months ago. They previously lived 
in Valley City, ND. They moved to Valley City in 1985 from Watertown, SD. They 
had moved to Watertown, SD, from MN in 1983. I asked him where he had worked. He 
told me the last place he worked was for the Alexandria, MN, school district. He 
was a janitor at the school in Millarville. He said since he has had his heart 
attack he doesn't work. 

I then asked him if he had ever done any jail time. He got upset about that. 

He said, yes, but it was for forgery, it wasn't for anything else. We asked him 
about the incident in Valley City. He said he had done that all of his life, giving 
candy to children. He said he likes to give candy to children and was quite upset 
about it. He made sure that he got it straight that we knew he had served time only 
for the forgery and not for anything to do with children. It sounded like he had 

spent several years in the penitentiary. He did not state which state he had served 
time. 

In checking his driving record, it shows he formerly had a driver*s license in 
MN. The license number was and it showed his address as Sauk 

Centre, MN. Also a registration check on one of his vehicles showed that they 
lived in Wahpeton, ND at one time. At this time we have not checked any of those

At that time he recalled that he did look and see a pickup pull up 
to get air in the tire. He stated that the man was the one who first came to retrieve the 
pressure gauge from him. He remembered that the boy was Idle one who returned it to him. He 
that when he looked at the truck it appeared to be an older one, possibly a Ford or 
Chevy, 1978 or 1979. He also neglected to get a license number and did not notice the 
Mcense plate at all.

Troy also stated that if needed, authorities can obtain a tape from Gary Cone's Amoco. He • 
stated that they have a camera running 24 hours a day for the station area inside.

Agent WYULTE also said he would be faxing me information 
which the FBI had disseminated to law enforcement and the.press in 
this case. The information I received from Agent WYL.LIE is 
attached with this report. 

On 120609 I recontacted the informant and advised her of the 
information I had received from Agent WYLL.TE, The informant said, 
that she thinks the identity of the composite in People magazine is 
George Oliver COONS. She told me that Mr. COONS lives.in Waterloo, 
Iowa, but that Mr. COONS had a sister and nephew who lived in the 
St. Joseph, Minnesota area. She said that Mr. COONS is known to 
travel extensively in the Minneeota-Wisconsin-Iowa areas. 

This informant told me that she has known Mr . COONS for a number of 
years and last saw him about 5 years ago. The informant said that 
at one point, many years ago, she nearly married Mr. COONS. 

The informant described Mr. COONS as a lonely man who is moody, and 
said that C00MS had told her that ' 

She said ©he is unsure whether he is referring to 
physical or sexual abuse. 

The informant said that she did not think Mr. COONS was the type of 
person to be involved in anything like this, but the composite 
looked so much like him, she felt she had to call in the 
information. 

The informant has requested that if investigators in Minnesota 
contact Mr. COONS, that, they not reveal as the source of any

December 2nd, 1989, Gerald Lizakowski of 1820 4th Avenue North, Grand Forks, 
reported to the Chief of Police his suspicions about a James P. Roller of 128 
Fenton Avenue, Grand Forks. Lizakowski thinks a composite drawing he saw in 
the local newspaper on 12/2/89 of a person that may be linked with the Wetterling 
investigation in St. Joseph, MN resembles Mr. Roller. Lizakowski states he has 
had personal experiences with Mr. Roller, which leads him to believe Roller may 
be a pedophile. Others in the community share this same opinion of Mr. Roller. 

Roller is 57 years old, DOB 12/2/32, approximately 6' tall, 200 pounds, balding 
gray hair, never married, lived with his mother until her death, and in the 
words of some of his friends and neighbors, is always around young boys. He is 
somewhat of a gun nut and travels all over to different gun shows and has been 
known to take young boys with him. 

Two Grand Forks Police Officers, this Officer and Lt. Hillebrand, remember a 
complaint about him and his activities with younger boys, but we are unable to 
find this report in our files. 

December 19th, 1989, I interviewed Mr. Roller at the Grand Forks Police Department 
in reference to Mr. Lizakowski's suspicions. This Officer is in agreement with 
the complainant as far as Mr. Roller resembling the composite in question and 
other pictures that we have on file. Age, height, weight, hair are close. Mr. 

Roller at the present time is wearing a beard, which he says he started growing 
approximately the latter part of October. One of the first questions asked 
of Mr. Roller was if he remembered his whereabouts on October 22nd, 1989. He 
was quick to answer yes, I was home sick with the flu. Mr. Roller talked of 
the fact that others in the community have accused him of being homosexual, which 
he stated is not true. He stated he has no relationship with the opposite sex, 
stating he is a workaholic, has been unable to find a female who would put up 
with his work and hobbies. He further states that he has been active with the 
Boy Scouting program and other religious youth groups, one of which he was 
removed from because he wasn’t a member of the church involved. He talked of 
several commendations he has received for his work with the youth in the community.

Roller owns two vehicles, a 1989 gray Pontiac Bonneville four door, and a 1988 
Ford Mustang, maroon in color, ND BZG975 and ND BZZ578 respectively. He further 
states that he deals in antique guns and does not have a federal firearms permit. 
His last two gun shows he attended were in the states of Montana and Wyoming. 

When Mr. Roller left our office, he was upset but commented, I know you're just 
doing your job. 

This Officer is not comfortable with two parts of my interview with Mr. Roller. 
#1, he was too quick to answer my question as to his whereabouts on October 
22nd, and #2, the time frame as to when he started growing his beard, which was 
approximately the end of October, 1989. 

Nothing new has developed in the last three weeks which would develop Mr. Roller 
further as a suspect in the Wetter!ing case.

REPORT: On 030490 at approximately 1000 hrs. I was contacted at 

home by PO Joseph Sternisha who advised that Lazorchak had called 
regarding the possible sighting of Wetterling who had been 
abducted in St. Joseph, MN on 102289, Sternisha contacted the 
Stearns County SO in St. Cloud, MN and received by fax a photo 
and biographical data on Wetterling. 

I met with Lazorchak at her home at approximately 1400 hrs. She 
advised that she is a part time employee at the Burger King 
franchise on Pearl St. and over the past week had noticed and 
older male who came in during the lunch hour with two young 
males. She estimated she had seen them four times in the 
business, most recently on 030290. The conduct of the adult male 
toward the two two boys made her suspicious he might be abusing 
them as they seemed very nervous while he seemed to insist on 
doing all the talking. She did not think the adult's behavior 
consistent with that of a normal parent. She described the adult 
as a white male, 40—50 yoa, 508 ht., husky build, husky voice, 
wearing a jean jacket and powder blue baseball cap with a white Y 
or Non the front, salt and pepper hair. Boy #1 was described as 
a white male, 11-12 yoa, blue eyes, bleach blonde hair (she 
thought poorly done at home) 501-502 ht., mole on left cheek, 
wearing a It. green CB-type jacket. Boy #2 was described as * a 
white male, 405-406 ht., 8-10 yoa, brown hair, wearing a black or 
navy CB-type jacket. 

Lazorchak advised that she last saw the three in Essex during the 
rush hour at lunch on 030290 when they came into Burger King. 

When she got home at about 1710 hrs. she reviewed a video 
cassette which had been used to tape a Canadian television show 
while she was at work. (CTV) On the tape was a promo for the 
upcoming 6:00 PM newscast with a story of a reported sighting of 
missing person Jacob Wetterling in the Montreal, PQ area. She 
advised that she recognized the male she had seen repeatedly with 
the two boys as the suspect shown on the promo. 
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Apparently the newscast aired the missing person flier circulated 
from Minnesota which had a picture of Wetterling and two 
composites of the suspected abductor. Lazorchak advised that she 
was positive the suspect shown wearing a baseball cap was the 
same person she saw in Burger King. She was somewhat less 
certain that the photo of Jacob Wetterling matched the 
description of Boy#l. she did not recognize the images of the 
suspect from the flier as composites, she thought at least one 
was a photo of an actual person. 

Lazorchak said that she also saw the adult with the same two boys 
at A1 s French Fries in South Burlington on 030390 as she and her 
husband drove past. She did not mention this sighting to her 
husband until 2200 hrs. that evening. 

When I arrived at the. Lazorchak home, she had the attached 
statement already typed. I administered the oath to her, had her 
sign it, and reviewed the video tape with her. At that time I 
realized she had identified the male she had seen from the 

composite on the flier and also that the newscast made no mention 
of the suspect. 

When I contacted DET Steve Mundt of the Stearns County SO, he 
advised that only a tenuous link exists between the Wetterling 
abduction and the suspect composite. He advised that the 
composite in question was developed after a similar offense ^n 
Minnesota in January 1989 and the suspect remains unidentified. 

Each day of the following week, a stake-out was done at Burger 
King during the lunch hour to attempt to locate the adult and two 
boys. Police information was distributed around the county and 
all the above information was shared with S/A Don Kern of the FBI 
Burlington RO. 

the course of the following week, Lazorchak contacted 
numerous other police agencies to make the same report and was 
interviewed by the FBI. She later reported having visions and 
being followed from her residence. It was determined that the 
car she had seen behind her was owned by a resident of an 
adjoining street. 

On 030490 I also made a composite with Lazorchak, a copy of which 
is attached, but feel that her recollection may be tainted by 
having seen the composite on the missing person flier. 

No other sighting of Wetterling or of the above three have been 
reported to this agency.

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This man and two boys have been coming on/o£f to Burger King where 
I work part-time. (4hrs/day...5 days/week) 

Everytime they have come in I get bad vibes about the man and I noticed 
that the kids do not act normal. Extremely cautious behavior/if they 
smile at me they kind of look at the man for approval etc. and act nervous 
lLike they have been told not to attract attention on themse lves 
The boys always stand one on each side of the man - kind of half step 
behind while the man approaches the counter. When I ask the man what 
they’ll have to eat he stares me right in the eye not smiling or 
anything. That is when my stomach start turning somersaults. 

(I always had those feelings before in other situations when something 
was not right and my feelings always turned out to be right) 


The man never let the boys order their food which is very unusual in 
today's age. He whispers to them - They whisper back to him what they 
want and he tells me what they want. 

Everytime they have been in to eat,the tallest boy has attracted my 
attention. I ask myself everytime I have seen him: Where did I see 

this boy before ? Where did I see this boy's picture before ? 

Then I tell myself that I must be going crazy. But the inside of my 
stomach bothers me while I’m asking myself these questions while they 
are standing right there in front of me. 

These feelings are so strong that after seeing them again this week 

I promised myself that I would pay more attention the next time they 
would come in...... 


FRIDAY - March 2nd (Lunchtime/Rush hour) 


They showed up again. This time same scenario. Then I asked the 

tallest boy(description next page) what he wanted to drink. The man 
rushed to say "Give him a pepsi too"... The boy looked at the man, 
blushed and bolted and said to me" What kind of drinks do you have? 

I'll take a medium slice" The man kind of looked startled and 
said "OK give him a slice" and stared the boy back at which the boy 
looked embarrassed. ^

Then boy #2(the smallest) gave me a nervous smile and I said 
"And what are you gonna have to eat?" ....Same scenario. He went to 
tell me, stopped in his tracks, told the man that he wanted an hamburger 
and the man repeated to me the boy's order. Then I asked this smaller 
boy if he wanted a "NINJA TURTLE - HAPPY MEAL" His face lighted up 
and he said YEAH I the he suddenly went serious, looked at the man who 
gave him a dirty look and asked him seriously and politely if he could 
have one. The man said NO! real abruptly.... I felt bad for the child 
and told the man it would only cost him 75more The man then said 
"OK-Let him have one then". Both boys then smiled at me and said 
Thank you....and again looked at the man for approval. This episode 
really bothered me again, and nagged and nagged me all the way home. 


After work I did housework and started to get real edgy. Could not 
eat-could not sit 5 minutes, etc... all things that normally happens 
to me when something is wrong.Could not get these kids out of my mind. 

I even said loudly" I'm out of my mind - There's something wrong with me" 
Then to relax I turned the Video tape on to watch a program I had taped 
on Channel 12 on the Canadian English Station at 3;00PM. 

It's now about 5:10 PM as I was looking up the clock at that time. 

I bypassed the commercials, etc. During the taping of the program 
they always stopped the program at 3:30 for "Pulse News" which is 
a brief on important news of that day in the Montreal area and they 
always tell you....More details to follow on these news tonight at 

6:00 PM on PULSE. I was startled to recognize the picture of the 

man from Burger King and got real nervous. I did not see the boy’s 
picture on TV then because I stopped the tape- rewinded it so I could 
tape the 6:00 o'clock news and review that picture of the man one 
more time. 

I listened to the news...taped that story... and right away called my 
husband at work to tell him of what was happening. He told me to follow 
my gut feelings on this as in the past they were always right. I asked 
him if I should call the police dept, and he said Yes if you feel 
strongly about this whole thing. 
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I then called the police dept, and told my story. The police officer 
had no idea what I was talking about and suggested that someone else 
would call me back shortly. He took my pame and phone number/address 
and someone else called me back around 6:30 cr so, I’m not exactly 
sure what time it was but it was before 7:00 o'clock 


Again I repeated my story but by that time I was a basket case and 
left out some details/or could not remember everything. Since then 
more details have popped up in my mind and I am positive about them.

I am 100 % sure that the man in the baseball cap is the same I 
saw on PULSE NEWS at 6:00 PM Friday night March 2nd, 

I am also 98% sure that BOY NO(l) is or could be Jacob mentioned on 
the news. Same kind of teeth - Same kind of smile - The mole description 

As far as boy NO. (2) goes, I have not read or hear news on him. but I 
still feel that the whole thing is not right. 


SATURDAY- MARCH 3rd 


My husband, my son and I went to So.Burlington. On the way back, as 
we passed and stopped in front of AL's FRENCH FRIES for a traffic light 
I asked my husband if we should go in for dinner. I looked at my 
watch and it was 3:40 My husband said it was too early to eat. 

As I turned to look towards the restaurant I saw the two boys sitting 
by the window facing each other but not talking to each other. The 
blond boy was wearing glasses... could have been sunglasses at it 
was very sunny outside. Both boys were looking towards the window 
at the time, then turned and started looking the opposite way towards 
the counter... I noticed a man in jean jacket standing on line but 
his back was towards me so I coluld not see his face but he does fit 
the description aforementioned. Husky type etc.-baseball cap, etc. 

I FROZE....1 did not mention it to my husband because I felt scared 
for my son safety and knowing my husband he would had gone in. I kept. 
silent about this until 10:00 PM at which time I broke down and told 
my husband. He was not too happy and told me I had to call the police 
dept. Sunday morning . 

Detective McKay is to meet with me at 3:00 PM, today to go over the 
story again and to sit and watch the recording of the tape with my 
husband and I. 
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I do not wish this story to be published in the newspapers or 
on TV.

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On May 4, 1990, at 7:45 a.nu the writer and Sgt. Larry Allen went^to the 
residence of Brent Co raw e 1 TV 2112#302 Orchard, Urbana. The writer and , 
Sgt. Allen identified ourselves and asked if Mr. Cornwell would speak with 
us. We were then invited into apartment 302. ..-;.y * 

The writer asked Mr. Cornwell if he formerly lived in Minnesota, he stated 
he did. The writer then asked Mr. Cornwell if he was familiar with an 
individual by the name of Jacob Wetterling. Mr. Cornwell thought for a 
few moments and replied that he knew the name as an individual.who was 
abducted from St. Joseph, Minnesota. The writer told Mr. Cornwell that 
our agency had been asked to assist a Minneapolis Police Department in 
their investigation of this abduction. The writer asked Mr. Cornwell 
if he knew Wetterling or knew of his whereabouts; he stated he did not. 

The writer advised Mr. Cornwell that information had been received indicating 
he may possibly know where this child is, Cornwell again denied any infor¬ 
mation concerning Wetterling. The writer asked Mr. Cornwell why he thought 
someone would attempt to connect him with the disappearance of Wetterling, 
he stated he did not know. 

Cornwell provided the writer with the following background information. 
Cornwell moved in to 2112, #302 Orchard on December 3, 1989, with his 4-year 
old daughter, Cassandra. Prior to this address Mr. Cornwell lived at 2633 
Stevens Avenue South, Minneapolis, Minnesota, and was employed by the 
Fournier Furniture Corporation in Crystal, Minnesota. Mr. Cornwell also 
stated that he had attended the University of Wisconsin South in Menomonie, 
Wisconsin. 


Mr. Cornwell told the writer that he is currently employed by the U. S. 
Census Bureau and has been admitted into the Master*s program in Leisure 
Behavior at the University of Illinois. The writer has checked student 
information and finds that Mr. Cornwell is not currently a student, however, 
he is registered for fall, 1990. 


The writer asked Mr. Cornwell how he would have known about Joseph Wetterling, 
he stated his father lives in St. Joseph, Minnesota and he has two brothers 
living in St. Cloud. 




The writer asked Mr. Cornwell for permission to look through his apartment 
for the purpose of checking to see who may be staying with him. Mr. Cornwell 
advised he had his 4-year old daughter and, at the time we were there, he 
had a M lady friend** with him. The writer and Sgt. Allen were allowed to 
look through the two bedroom apartment noting a small child asleep in one 
bedroom, sitting on this bed was an unidentified black female. The other 
bedroom of the house was not set up for any sleeping arrangement and 
appeared to be general storage. Neither the writer nor Sgt. Allen observed 
any evidence of another individual staying in the. apartment at the time of 
our cursory check. The writer and Sgt. Allen departed the residence at 


approxima tely 8:10 a.m. 
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The writer has checked with Ann Parker, Assistant Director of Family Housing 
and learned the following. Brent Cornwell did move into the Orchard Apart¬ 
ments during the fall 1989, and advised Family Housing he would have his 
children stay with him during the summer. Family Housing requires copies of 
birth certificates for-all children living in the residence and-Mr. Cornwell - 
provided one'for Kelly, age 11; Heather, age 9; Valerie, age 6 and Cassandra, 
age 4. All children have a mother listed as Stacie Gale Dunard. Ms. Parker 
was aware.that Mr. Cornwell currently had one daughter, Cassandra, staying 
with him at the residence; Ms. Parker had no knowledge of any male children 
nor has she seen any evidence of a male child also living at that address. 

Ms. Parker did tell the writer Mr. Cornwell is approximately $900 in arrears 
in his monthly rent. The only discrepancy the writer found between Ms. Parker's 
information and that provided by Mr. Cornwell was he told Ms. Parker he was 
going to be in the Art Department rather than Leisure Studies.

The concerned citizen related that during the conversation with this 
particular individual they discovered that GILL who was later ID'd as such 
has two sons, ( one nine years old and the other being eleven years, who 
reside in the City of Vallejo with his wife and family in the immediate 
area. 

Based on the information supplied by this citizen I identified the 
subject as DAVID WALKER GILL, WM, residing at 101 Ramsgate Way. I immedi¬ 
ately did a CII search on the (S) for any criminal record and CII revealed 
no criminal record. CDS computer search reveals only GILL involved in a 
nor traffic accident in 1988 where he was cited for the stated traffic 
violation. 

On 08-28-90 I went to 101 Ramsgate Way in an attempt to make contact

with the subject, DAVID GILL. Upon knocking at the front door a female of 
Asian descent came to the door and at that time I identified myself as a 
police officer with the Vallejo Police Department. I asked her if this 
was the home of DAVID GILL and she confirmed that she is GILL'S wife and 
that he was presently at his job at SYAR Industries in the City of Napa. 

I advised her that I was conducting a preliminary investigation and to 
have her husband give me a call as soon as possible. At this time I gave 
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her By business card and assured her that this was only a preliminary in¬ 
vestigation and her husband was not in any trouble with the law enforce¬ 
ment authorities* 


Approximately one week later I received a telephone call from DAVID 
GILL who related that he had acknowledged my presence at his residence and 
wanted to speak with me concerning my reason for being at his home* 

On 09-05-90 at approximately 1600 hours DAVID GILL came to my office 
where he was interviewed by investigating officer* 


Observing GILL I noticed that he closely resembled the sketch de¬ 
picted in the flyer, however GILL appears much older than the subject in 
the sketch. GILL also wears thick rimmed glasses and his hair is much 
grayer compared to that in the sketch. I advised GILL to take a look at 
the flyer and he immediately made the statement that this picture resem¬ 
bles me and I agreed with him. He advised that he is a resident of Val¬ 
lejo and has been since his birth in 1935 except for his time in the mili¬ 
tary. I asked him if he ever travelled to the State of Minnesota during 
the month of October 1989, at which time he related to me the only time he 
has been out of California was during his military service. My interview 
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with subject DAVID GILL it was my determination that this particular indi¬ 
vidual does not match the (S) that was depicted in the sketch. 

Prior to my interviewing GILL I contacted the St. Cloud, MN, FBI of¬ 
fice where I spoke with Agent ERIC ODEGARD who advised me that (V)JACOB 
WETTERLING was kidnapped by an unknown individual and that this particular 
sketch is only a generic sketch of a subject who was seen prior to the 
disappearance of WETTERLING. There is no evidence that this particular 
individual depicted in the photograph is the individual who is responsible 
for the disappearance of JACOB WETTERLING. 

During my visit at the GILL household I did observed his two sons. 
Both appeared to be of Asian descent and did not match the photograph of 
the individual, JACOB WETTERLING.

Based on the interview with DAVID GILL, the conversation with the FBI 
agent ODEGARD and the fact that the individual who is depicted in the 
flyer cannot be positively identified as the (S) who kidnapped JACOB WET¬ 
TERLING, I am suspending this information report. At this time a copy of 
this report will be mailed to the Federal Bureau of Investigation in Min- 
nesota for reference purposes.

Please find the enclosed article taken from a People 
magazine, dated November 20, 1989. While visiting my 
parent’s cabin I was looking through this old magazine. The 
composite drawing on page £4 bears a strong resemblance to a 
man we encountered'at the Mew Denver campground this past 
summer. This man had approached my four year old daughter, 
when it appeared there were no adults watching her. When I 
made myself visible, it -startled the man and he said he was 
going to ask where we had to pay camping fees. This man 
looked like the man wanted for questioning in the Micheal 
Dunnahee, disappearance. I had a very bad feeling "about this 
person and spoke to the campground attendant. He then 
contacted the local RCMP officer.

The next morning the man left before nine o'clock. The RCMP 
officer came by and told lib he had questioned this person at 
midnight, after he had returned from another call. He said 
the man identified himself as a cab driver from Calgary, who 
was doing some prospecting in the area. He was on his way 
to meet his wife in Vernon. The officer said he was 
uncomfortable with the explanation but there was little he 
could-.do at that point. He agreed ^the man looked much like 
the drawing on the posters for Micheal, except this man was 
wearing a toupee. 

This is probably all very coincidental, however, it has 
been weighing on my mind so I thought I would pass on this 
article and relate my experience from the summer. This man 
left the campground in the morning and my husband saw him 
drive by our campsite later that afternoon. We felt 
uncomfortable enough to move to another campground. The man 
had not harmed my child or said anything that would indicate 
he intended to hurt her, so there was no reason to question

“We wanted people to 
know right away in the morning,” Patty 
says, “so they could be looking for Jacob 
ori their way to work.” By 11 A.M., report¬ 
ers were arriving on the scene en masse, 
and the abduction was blossoming into a 
full-scale media event. 

Before long everyone within hailing dis¬ 
tance seemed to be joining in. St. Joseph 
pharmacist Ken Twit, with the help of 
towivbank officials and a group of local res¬ 
idents, started Friends of Jacob Wetterling, 
which mustered $25,000 in reward money 
and put together the first posters with the 
boy’s picture. Folksinger Red Grammer ar¬ 
rived from Chester, N.Y., to sing Jacob’s 
favorite song, “Listen,” at the St. Joseph el¬ 
ementary school. The St. Paul-based 3M 
Company flew in cartons of white ribbons. 
And Governor Perpich arrived at the 
Wetterling house and said, “What do you 
need? All you have to do is ask ” 

What the Wetterlings needed, of 
course, was their son back—which may 
not be an impossible wish.

Although 
he says he has cried more in the last two 
weeks than he has in his whole life, he 
doesn’t let his emotion show publicly.

On 4/17/07, a call was received into our office from a Patty Wetterling* Mrs, Wetterling stated that her son 
Jacob was kidnapped from St Joseph, Minnesota in October of 1989* She stated that she received a call 
on Monday night from a male who believed he may be her missing son. 

Mrs Wetterling stated the individual informed her his name was Kenneth Barnes and that he was calling 
from a residence in Ashland, Ky where he currently resides. She asked Mr. Barnes if he would be willing 
to respond to the Ashland Police Dept, around 10:00am the following day and he advised her that he 
would. Mrs. Wetterling then contacted us to make us aware of the situation so that it may be investigated. 
At that time, the National Center for Missing and Exploited Children was contacted and advised of the 
situation. 

Mr. Barnes was contacted and responded to the police department shortly after 10:00am. on Tuesday 
morning. Mr. Barnes was able to produce a Texas OL, social security card and birth certificate all in the 
name Kenneth Lee Barnes Jr, I then asked Mr. Barnes why he believed he was Jacob Wetterling and he 
-tated he had always been suspicious that he may have been abducted. He states that his family moved 
.instantly through many states and that as soon as he began making friends somewhere, they moved. 
.He further stated that his mother, Ramona Clayton, would never give him a straight answer when he 
asked why they moved so often, what his blood type was or related questions.

He also completed a consent form so that his DNA couid be placed 
n the database at the National Center for Missing and Exploited Children to be compared against other 
nissing children cases. The swabs were taken along with Mr. Barnes fingerprints and several photo s. 

^r Barnes was also transported to Kings Daughters Medical Center where he had blood drawn so that it 
nay be typed. Mr. Barnes blood type was determined to be and this information was passed along to 
lim. Mr. Barnes was advised that as soon as we had any further information about this case he would be 

jontacted. 

The National Center for Missing and Exploited Children was able to compare Mr. Barnes OL photos with 
he photo's of Jacob Wetterling using facial recognition software and stated that they are 90/o sure that 
Vlr. Barnes is not Jacob Wetterling, They stated that upon completion of the DNA analysis they would be 
able to make a positive determination. 


The bucai swabs, fingerprint cards and a CD containing photo's of Kenneth Barnes were placed into 
oroperty. The swabs taken from Mr Barnes will be sent to the National Center for Missing and Exploited 
Children and the fingerprints will be sent to Stearns County Sheriffs Office for comparison to prints o 
Jacob already on file.

All: 

1 received notification from the University of North Texas that they have completed the DNA comparison between the profiles 
they developed for Kenneth Barnes and the profiles for the Wetterling family that were provided by the Minnesota crime lab. 
The results of the comparison were as expected; they confirmed that Kenneth Barnes is NOT Jacob Wetterling. I do not 
have the lab report in hand at this time; I expect that will take several days for UNT to get that to me. As soon as they send 
the report out to me, I will make sure everyone gets a copy, 

I assumed that Captain Jensen would want to make the notification to the Wetterling family, and someone from Ashland PD 
would want to notify Kenneth Barnes once that is done, so I will not do anything else from this end unless requested. 

Captain Petrella: 

,ie lab has advised that they can now enter Kenneth Barnes DNA profiles into CODIS for comparison to other missing 
persons, but they now need a written request on your department's letterhead to do that. Sorry I did not know this was 
needed before today; the DNA comparisons with living “unidentified’ individuals are still new territory, so the lab's policy is 
evolving as we go. If his sample goes into CODIS, it will be proactively compared with missing persons throughout the 
United States, but there is another implication that you and he should know about Since his sample would be going in as an 
"unidentified" individual, it would be searchable against the convicted offender profiles, as well as the DNA profiles from 
unsolved crime scenes. Do you want to talk to him about this and send the letter to UNT if he agrees? If so, the letter can be 
faxed to UNT at 817-735-2424. if he would prefer not to have his profile in CODIS, the lab will simply issue the Wetterling 
comparison report and his profile will go no farther.

~He would pull "up to the victim and without exiting his vehicle, 
engage them in a conversation. 

His first statement was to the effect of, rt do you want t o_majc^_a 
^uick_$25.0p. ,, When the victim would ask how, AndersorPwould 
respond, "by letting me give you a blow job," 

None of the victims cooperated with Anderson. He did tell us that 
if they had, the sexual act would have taken place inside the vehicle. 


BACKGROUND: 


Kurt Anderson is a confessed pedophile. He is currently incarcer¬ 
ated in the Brown County jail and charged with four (A) counts of 
Attempted Sexual Contact. 

During an interview Anderson stated that hi u a . 1 prafe 

is for young males just reaching puberty ^ Tl to^ l_2 years oldl.——^ 
He admitted to repeatedly approaching males in this age group and 
trying to entice them into sexual encounteps-w—Thejnajority of this 
flr-jL ivity took place in North Dakota, but^Anderson has' _ t j rave ; l'^ed^^ 
to Minnesota, J-ibuth Dakota and Utah. 

Anderson was arrested'in La Moure, North Dakota and charged with 
Harassment. This arrest stemmed from Anderson attempting to solicit 
sexual favors from a 15 year old boy over the phone. As part of 
his sentence, Anderson was required to meet with a therapist at 
SoufchHWtern-^Mental Health in Jamestown, North Dakota, by the name 
of Ruth Ro
